LONDON, Oct. 12.—The expected inva- 
sion of Servia by Bulgarian troops has 
begun and fragmentary dispatches re- 
eeived here indicate the Bulgars may 
have crossed into Servian territory at 
two points. 

The Servian legation 
this telegram from Nish: ‘Last night, 
Bulgarians began an attack in the di- 
rection of Viasina. All attacks up to 
the present have been repulsed decis- 
ively.”’ 

A dispatch from Athens says the Bul- 
Zarians began an attack at Gariboghaz, 
near Kniashevatz, at midday Monday. 
A dispatch from Nish to the Havan 
agency also says the Servians have 
been attacked at Kniashevatz. Kniash- 
evatz is 25 miles northeast of Nish, 
while Viasina is about W miles south- 
east of the capital. 

At the same time the Germans, who 
have crossed the Danube, continue their 
advance into Servia. Berlin today an- 
nounced the capture of Semendria, an 
important city east of Belgrade. 

Military experts have assumed that 
when Bulgaria struck she would at- 
tempt to seize the railroad running 
from Bolgrade to Constantinople by 
way of Nish. nother line runs direct 
from Nish to Saloniki and is the only 
one over which the allied troops now 
beire landed at the Greek port could 
be transport-d north to the aid of the 
Servians. 

Kniashevatz is on a branch line rail- 
read running frém Nish to Zajecar, a 
foriified town on the Servian frontier, 
ar.l1 Negotin, on the Danube. Kniashe- 
vatz is .5 r-iles northeast of Nish 

Desperate Fighting on Danube. 

A Servian official statement covering 
operations on the ninth on the Danube 
front says: 

“There were desperate combats for 
the positions south of Ram, where we 
repulsed all enemy attacks. Our troops. 
took the offensive between Malava az: 
the Morava River, throwing the enemy 
back upon the bank of the Danube and 
capturing three mortars and four ma- 
chine guns. 

“Continued passage cf the river be- 
tween Semendria and Godomins by the 
enemy was prevented. One detachment 
that had crossed near Semendria was 
annihilated in part by our fire and the 
rest of the troops were driven into the 
stream. 

“At Belgrade, following a heavy can- 
nonading, the enemy tried to take by 
assault Great Vratchar and Debigne, 
but was thrown back with heavy losses 
before Great Vratchar and driven out 
of Dedignue by a counter attack, after 
having lost a considerable part of ais

“On the Drina front several detach- 
ments of Austro-Germans crossed the 
river’ between Tsara Betra and Pado- 
vintze, but were unable to advance.

Another communication from Nish 
says the Germans are using 4-inch can- 
non, ““which are rendering the combat 
very sanguinary,’' and that the losses 
on both sides are enormous, particularly 
in officers. The Germans and Austrians 
are said to have large forces, and near 
Obrenovatz the Teutons are using as- 
hpyxiating gas in abundance. 

Rumania Reported With Allies, 

Premier Bratiano of Rumania has 
given the Italian Government to under 
stand that Rumanian co-operation on 
the side of the entente may be consid- 
ered certain, says a special dispatch 
from Rome. The Rumanian Govern- 
ment, however, will choose its own time 
for taking the field against the Austro- 
Germans. 

French Make Slight Gains. 

French troops have made further prog- 
ress in Artois and Champagne. Gains 
have been made in the wood to the 
west of the road from Souchez to An- 
gres, tm the Souchez valley, on the 
ridges toward La Folie.

supply of meat products. It was 
avtreed that the only thing that pre- 
vents a serious shortage of meat in 
the United States today is the decline 
in consumption, due to the fact that 
the people are not eating as much 
meat as in former years. 

It was pointed out by Jav R. 
Brown, editor of the Chicago Daily 
Farmers and Drovers’ Journal, that 
there are 58,719,000 head of cattle, 
58,933,000 swine and 49,719,000 sheep. 
in the United States, while 20 years 
ago there were 50,068,000 cattle, 44,- 
165,000 hogs and 42,294,400 sheep. The 
increase in population amounted to 
30,000,000 in the 20 years, while the 
increase in animal production was 
very small. 

In spite of the increase in population 
and the small increase in animal produc- 
tion, the United States expurted more 
than $30,000,000 worth of meat products 
to tiurope during the year ending in 
vuly, as compared with less than $1,000,- 
“600 worth the preceding year... Buf for 
the surprising European demand, grow- 
ing out of the war, Brown said there 
would have been cheaper meat for the 
people of the United States.

Thornton, second deputy superintendent 
of Bellevue, and Dr. H. M. Dodson, 
leaped from an ambulance in the hospi- 
tal yard and rushed up the stairs with 
the box containing four bottles of serum. 
I'rom one of these Dr. Silver, assisted bv 
Dr. Henry Dwyer, in charge of the iso- 
lation ward made the injections. 

News of the development of the serum, 
which Dr. Eichhorn believes is a spe- 
cific for anthrax, was to be given to this 
country this week. If Henderson had 
not seen accounts in yesterday morn- 
ing’s papers of Stackpole’s ondition, the 
announcement probably would have fol- 
lowed closely the news of the death of 
tie man who needed the remedy most. 

Before the coming of the serum prep- 
arations had been made to apply the 
ultra-violet rays, which, it was hoped, 
might destroy the Virulent anthPax ba- 
cilli. But as hope came to be based on 
the serum by Dr. Silver and his assist- 
ants, the use of the rays was postponed 
and finally given up.

SEMENDRIA TAKEN 
BY THE GERMANS

BERLIN, via London, Oct. 12.—The 
Servian city of Semendria, on the Dan- 
ube, east of Belgrade, has been cap- 
tured by the Germans.

RUSSIANS PIERCE

PETROGRAD, Oct. 12.—Russian forces" 
have pierced the Austro-German lines 
on the Stripa River. They have already 
taken prisoner more than 2000 men and 
60 officers and have captured four guns 
and 10 rapid-firers. The Russian advance 
is being pushed vigorously. 

The victory was won in Eastern Ga- 
licia, where the troops of Emperor Nich- 
olas started a formidable offensive cojn- 
cident with the opening of the Teutonic 
campaign against Servia. The attack is 
being made north of the Rumanian bor- 
der and may have been undertaken with 
a view to the political effect on the Bal- 
kan situation. 

The Russians also have driven the Ger- 
mans out of positions southwest of 
Dvinsk. In this region the fighting has 
been unusually severe, villages and forti- 
fied positions changing hands several 
times in a day.

Members of the arbitration board ap- 
pointed to hear both sides of the free 
bridge-union iaber controversy, this 
morning announced, after several hours 
devoted to hearing both the side of the 
union men and the city, that all non- 
union laborers on the bridge will be re- 
placed oy union workmen, but stated 


that R. N. Graham, assistant superin- 
tcndent in charge of the free bridge 
work, and W. N. Johnson, air pressure 
superintendent, whose dismissals were 
roquested by the unions, wil! be re- 
tained. . 

It ig thought that this will settle the 
delay caused in the past few weeks by 
the agitation. Friction had arisen be- 
tween the above two men and the union 
men to such an extent that an arbitra- 
tion board was férmed, consisting of 
Louis J. Haenni, vice president of the 
Gilsonite Construction Co., appointed by 
the unions to represent them, and C. EB 
Smith, railway expert with the City Util- 
ities Department, selected to represent 
the city, R. 8S. Colnon of the Fruin-Col- 
non Construction Co., was chosen by 
these two as third man. 


Presents Charges. 

Maurice J. Cassidy, a member of 
the city’s Complaint Board, and sec- 
retary of the Building Trades Coun- 
cil, presented to the arbitration 
board a number of charges against 
the two bridge officials, and asked 
their dismissal on the grounds that 
Graham is incompetent, prejudiced 
against unions, and ignorant of the 
union’s working rules; and that 
Johnson had never before been em- 
ployed in his present capacity on 
such a large job, is ignorant of the 
technical part of the work, especially 
relating to air pressure, and -has ad- 
mitted this ignorance to laborers un- 
der him. He also charged that this 
ignorance endangered the lives of 
caisson workers. 

Graham is the man who was attacked 
by a private watchman whom he had 
discharged, and who will lose the sight 
of one eye as a result of the conflict, ac- 
cording to physicians. Shortly after that 
“ttack he was beaten up by several mer 
while in East St. Louis. 


Union Man Satisfied. 

The arbitration board did not state 
whether they would re-emplioy the four 
steamfitters discharged after Graham al- 
leged that they took four hours to re- 
move an air “header,” when one man in 
&8¢ minutes could have done the job. 

Cassidy said that he was satisfied with 
the morning’s proceedings, as he realized 
that the unions could not always get all 
that they desired. The present board 
will be used again in case friction arises 
in the future on the bridge work.

THE FRENGH ARMY 
WILL NEVER CRACK 


“Our Officers and Men Cannot 
Be Separated,’’ He Declares 
to American Writer. 


The French army will never crack 
under the pressure of German invasion. 
That is the keynote of a remarkable 


interview given by Gen. Joffre, Com- 
mander in:Chief of the French army, to 
an. American correspondent, Owei 
Jdhnsen, published in this week's issue 
of Collier's Weekly. 

The correspondent interviewed Gen 
Joffre at his headquarters at an un- 
ramed place in Fraree. The Frenci: 
Commander in Chief discussed the de- 
mocracy of the French armies, which, 
he declared, made every s0ldier a 
thinker capable of acting on his own 
initiative, ‘and compared it: with the 
German military system whieh, he as- 
serted, made a machine of every. sol- 
clier. : 

“Our officers,” he said, diseussing 4% 
concrete case, “cannot be separated 
from thé men with whom they have 
fought. You will understand then why 
“Mes Poilus” will follow such officers 
anywhere. , 

“In the final crisis,”” the interviewer 
suggested, “I should think this loyalty 
might be a determining facter.” 


Army Will Never Crack. 

“It will,’ Gen. Joffre answered. 
‘‘Whatever happens, the French army 
will never crack. It did not in the 
first unequal weeks; it never will. Wheu 
the day comes that the German army 
must retreat in the face of defeat, 
it is quite possible that when their 
theory of discipline—the discipline of 
fear—is placed to that final test, the 
result may be a rout.” 

“General Joffre, was the destruction 
and desolation wrought in Belgium and 
the north of France simply the work of 
individuals or the result of a fixed 
policy ?’’ 

“A fixed policy?’ he said instantly. 
“The policy of terrorism was as coldly 
and calmly determined upon as the de- 
cision to violate the neutrality ~ and 
break the national word of honor in 
the invasion of Beigium. It is the Ger- 
man military theory of invasion, decided 
upon by the German military leaders, 
that the way to break down the resist- 
ance of the country you are invading 
is to devastate it, burn its villages, 
shoot civilians on trumped-up pretexts, 
or drive them before your own troops 
te stop the fire of the enemy, as they 
did in numerous cases with us, in the 
belief that human beings can be terror- 
ized to the extent that they will prefer 
to surrender rather than risk the hor- 
rible results of resisting the invader.” 

‘The proof that it was a settled pol- 
icy of military tactics is that from the 
moment they realized that they might 
lose—that is, say, after the battle of 
the Marne—they stopped it.”’ 

“And the question of peace?” I asked 
—‘if it is not indiscreet?” 

“Peace Today a Crime.” 

‘Peace today would be a crime toward 
posterity. It would only be an armistice 
in which every nation would continue 
feverishly to prepare for war. The 
F'rench nation is too intelligent to de- 
ceive itself or to be deceived. We are 
not fighting a nation with the same 
ideas as our own, but a nation drunk 
with the idea of imperial domination, a 
nation which believes that in the prog- 
ress of the world there is no place for 
little nations. The decision as to wheth- 
er Europe will continue as free and iIn-~ 
dividual will be made in this war alone. 
Bither we win the right now to continue 
democratic and peaceful, or we surren-| 
cer Burope to the imposition of an im- 
perial idea. You will find, wherever 
you go, that the French people know 
this. You will find them absolutely of 
one opinion. They are prepared for any- 
thing, and they know what the issue is. 
We do not need to lie to our soldiers. 
No matter how long the war lasts, it 
will be fought out until we have con- 
qguered the right to leave a heritage of 
peace to our children,”’ 


Germany and the Lusitania. 

“Gen. Joffre, with us we consider that 
the sinking of the Laisitania was above 
all things a moral and spiritual tragedy 
for the German race; a frightful un- 
masking of the extent to which a mili- 
tary despotism had crushed the instincts 
of the individual conscience. We ecan- 
not conceive that an officer could be 
found to obey such an order. We say 


American commander should receive 
such an order he would prefer to blow 
out his brains rather than to have his 
name solled for all time with the mem- 
ory of such agsassination.”’ 

The answer he gave me was substan- 
tially the answer I had received from 
every public man in Franee: 

“No French Government would im- 
pose such an order, knowing that it 
could not be obeyed. We cannot give 
inhuman commands to human beings. 
With us the army is not the master but 
the servant of the nation, and the na- 
tion reposes on a public conscienv+ 
which is the sum of the consciences uf 
ita soldiers; and our responsibility to 
that conseience is higher than any mili- 
tary necessity. No such order could ever 
be given by a French commander’ —he 
stopped and added significantiy—‘‘nor 
many other orders.”’ : | 

The correspondent repeated to Gen. 
Joffre the answer of a Paris working 
woman, to the question whether her 
courage waa strong as ever, in which 
she stated that the women must give 
courage to the men. , 

“Oh, owr women,” said Gen. Joffre. 

“They are sublime. No one ever knew 
}how herete they could be—noét even 
themselves.

Only Nine Booths Opened. 

Only nine tents, or booths, were run- 
ning last night, and they were some- 
what. scattered. Four were on Theresa 
avenue, near Olive street, one was on 
Olive street and West End place, and 
the others on Washington avenue, near 
Theresa. 

The concessionaires sold post cards, 
to which numbers were pinned. The 
numbers were placed in a hat and one 
drawn out.

One state really added to the suffrage 
column is worth more than half a dozen 
almost gained, as one failure has its dis- 
couraging influence upon the cause as a 
whole. 

“If the campaigns now being conduct- 
ed in four eastern states are successful, 
it will be perfectly splefidid, of course, 
hut I would rather see activities more 
concentrated. 

“T am in fawor of a national board 
of strategy,’’ she said, positively, ‘‘which 
shall determine which is the most likely 
spot next to accept suffrage, and then 
transfer all energy and resources in 
speakers, literature and money to that 
state. For instance, if the money and 
effort recently expended in Ohio, where 
the chances were poor, had been taken 
oyer to Nebraska, where the chances 
were better, I Believe we would have 
won Nebraska. 

“In the same way, if the campaign in 
Missouri and Texas we are about to or- 
vanize were taken over to the aid of 
lowa, together with the resources of the 
national organization, I believe Iowa, 
at her election in June, would become 
a certainty.”

DAILY AFTER JAN. 


Health Department Diagnostictan 
says $3500 More of Antitoxin 
Is Needed for Winter. 


After studying the recent develop- 
ment of diphtheria cases, Dr. M. C. 
Woodruff, chief diagnostician of the 
today said he 
would become 
more prevalent with the advent of 
cold weather. From present indica- 


tions, he said, about 30 cases a day 
will be reported after the first of 
January. In the last two weeks there 
has been an average of about 16 cases 
a day and in the last week there 
have been five deaths from diphthe- 
ria in St. Louis. 

In April the Health Department 
asked for an appropriation of $4000 
to purchase diphtheria antitoxin, ty- 
phoid antitoxin and vaccine virus. 
Ar allowance of only $2500 was made 
by the Board of Estimate, and it was 
stipulated that of this amount only 
$650, could be spent for diphtheria 
antitoxin. Dr. Woodruff says only 
$500 of this sum now remains and 
in a month the antitoxin fund will 
be depleted. 

$3500 Needed for Antitoxin. 

This will mean that it will be im- 
possible f@ the city to continue to 
furnish free antitoxin to those who 
eannot afford to buy it. The only 
hope is that Comptroller Player, as 
he did last year, will permit the de- 
partment to buy the antitoxin and 
tonor its vouchers for the purchases. 

Dr. Woodruff said that if the city 
would appropriate $3500 for anti- 
texin it would be possible to furnish 
it free toeall who needed-it and thus 
greatly reduce the diphtheria death 
rate, 

To many poor persons the cost of 
antitoxin, as sold in the open mar- 
ket, is almost prohibitive. The price 
for 500 units, the amouv&t usually 
needed for a_ single treatment, is 
$7.50. When 10,000 units are bought 
at one time their cost is $12. The 
city, buying in large quantities, can 
purchase 500 units for $1.32. 

235 Deaths Last Year Out of 734 

Dr. A. H. Lawrence, one of the Health 
Department physicians, yesterday re- 
ported that a woman in the district 
known as “Dago Hill,” in southwest St. 
Louis, had applied to him for free anti- 
toxin, telling him that she had spent 
all of her money, $12, for 10,000 units, 
and more was still needed. He gave 
ner 500 units. It is believed that many 
such cases would be relieved if it were 
definitely known that the city was in 
a position to furnish free antitoxin to 
all who asked for it. 

Dr. Woodruff says the present outlook 
ic that there will be as much diphtheria 
in St. Louis this year as there was last 
when there were 734 cases and 235 
deaths. As illustrating the value of 
antitoxin he points out that in 1886, be- 
fore it came into use, there were 3504 
cases and 1049 deaths.

Man Fails in Second Effort to Com- 
pel Issuance of License. 
William A. Kaeshamer yesterday lost 
his second mandamus suit filed in‘the 
Circuit Court to compel Excise Commis- 
sioner Rumsey to issue a license for a 
saloon opposite the Grover Cleveland 
High School in Carondelet. Kaeshamer 
had presented a ‘‘mandatory’’ petitton 
for the license under the law specifying 
that such petition must be granted when 
it is signed by two-thirds of the proper- 
ty owners or voters in the same block as 

the proposed site of the saloon. 

Rumsey would not issue the license be- 
cause the Grover Cleveland High Schoo) 
was near by.

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ENTOMOLOGIST 
DIES IN FRANGE 


Devoted Life to Study of .In- 
sects, but Was Almost Un- 
known Until Past 80. 


j 
ORANGE. France, Oct. 12.—Henri Fa- 


bre, the entomologist, is dead. He was 
born in France in 1823. 


Henri Fabre remained almost unknown 
to the world until he was more than 
8) years old, when suddenly he became 
recognized as one of the greatest scien- 
tists of the times. He spent his long 
life exploring the insect world. 

“Entomology is not, I know, to the 
taste of everybody,” he said in speak- 
ing of his science. “To the terrible 
utilitarian, a bushel of peas preserved 
from the weevil is of more importance 
than a volume of observations which 
bring no profit. It is by the accumula- 
tion of ideas that humanity has done, 
and will continue to do, better today 
than yesterday, and better tomorrow 
than today.” 

Fabre’s life was one of poverty, sacri- 
fice, struggie and perseverance. He was 
born of humble and illiterate parents, 
at Saint Loons, France, in 1823. His 
youth was a constant struggle for edu- 
cation. 

His :first adventure into nature’s se- 
erets began at his fifth year, when he 
sought to learn how the cricket*prodticed 
its chirping sound.. His interest in in- 
sects never flagged, although he started 
his career as teacher of mathematics in 
a school at Ajaccio. It was there‘ he 
met the celebrated botanist, Moquin- 
Tandon, who gave him this advice: 

‘Leave your mathematics and get to 
the beast.”’ 

He followed the advice, but *directed 
his attention to insects, and after years 
of study he wrote the ‘Life of the Spi- 
der,”’ and other books on insects, some 
in as entrancing a vein as a novel. 

“Crime is the ‘note’ of insect life,’’ he 
onee said. ‘‘Cannibalism is incidental in 
many instances. The story of that un- 
speakable hypocrite, the praying-mantis, 
is one of cruelty, license and grotesque 
horror, such as human annals cannct 
match.”’ 

Speaking of his life, the aged scientist 
said: 

‘‘Because I have stirred a few grains 
of sand on the shore, am I in a position 
to know the depths of the ocean? Life 
has unfathomable _ secrets. Human 
knowledge will be erased from the ar+ 
chives of the world before we possess 
the last word that the gnat has to say 
to us. Scientifically, nature is a riddle 
without a definite solution to satisfy 
man’s curiosity. Hypothesis follows hy- 
pothesis; the theoretical rubbish heap 
accumulates, and truth ever eludes us. 
To know how not to know might well 
be the last word of wisdom.”

BY CARRANZA TU 
PROTECT CLERGY 


Corespondence of His Represen- 
tative With Pan-American 
Conferees Made Public. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—Correspond- 
ence which passed between Eliseo Ar- 
redondo, Gen. Carranza’s representative 
here, and Secretary Lansing and mem- 
bers of the Pan-American conference 
relative to the protection of foreigners, 
amnesty, ‘treatment of the clergy and 
Carranza’s pledge to restore constitu- 
tional government in Mexico has become 
public. It reveals that Secretary Lan- 
sing asked particularly of Arrendondo 
concerning the attitude of the Carranza 
Government toward the clergy. The Ar- 
redondo reply, dated Oct. 8, said: 

“Complying with your excellency’s re- 
quest, asking me what is the attituda 
of the Constitutionalist Government in 
regard to the Catholic Church in Mexico, 
I have the honor to say that inasmuch 
as the re-establishment of peace within 
order and law is the purpose of the Gov- 
ernment of Mr. Venustiano Carranza, to 
the end that all the inhabitants of Mex- 
ico, without exception, whether Nation- 
als or foreigners, may equally enjoy the 
benefits of true justice and hence take 
interest in co-operating to the support of 
the Government, the laws of reform, 
which guarantee individual freedom of 
worship, according to everyone’s con- 
science, shall be strictly observed. 

“Therefore, the Constitutional Govern- 
ment will respect everybody’s life, prop- 
erty and religious beliefs without other 
limitation than the preservation of pub- 
lic order and the observance of the in- 
stitutions, in accordance with the laws 
in force and the execution of the repub- 
lic.’’ 

Letter to Conference. 

The letter which Arrendondo ad- 
dressed to the Pan-American conference 
on Oct. 7, and which was the formal 
basis of their decision, said: 

“Mr. Venustiano Carranza, depository 
of the executive power of Mexico, whom 
I have the honor to represent in this 
country, has authorized me to say to 
vour excellency that his public declara- 
tions ‘of Dec. 12, 1914, and June 11, 1915, 
bear the statement that the government 
he represents, in its capacity of a po- 
litical entity, conscious of its interna- 
tional obligation and of its capability 


to comply with them, has afforded guar 


antees to the nationals and has done 
likewise with regard to foreigners and 
shall continue to see that their lives and 
property are respected in accordance 
with the practices established by civ- 
ilized nations and the treaties in force 
between Mexico and other countries. 

“That besides the above he will recog- 
nize and satisfy indemnities for dam- 
ages caused by the revolution, which 
shall be settled in due time and in terms 
of justice.” 

The memorandum sets forth that 
Carranza, as the legally elected gov- 
ernor of Coahuila, when Huerta over- 
threy Madero, called upon all public 
officers in the country to repudiate 
Huerta’s usurpation. It points out 
that none of Madero’s cabinet mem- 
bers responded and, says Carranze 
was constrained to assume the leader- 
ship of the movement “because it 
was his duty to do so as the Governor 
of the State of Coahuila.” 

“Mr. Carranze,” wrote Arredondo, 
‘is therefore, in the light of the fed- 
eral constitution of Mexico the right- 
ful successor of Francisco I. Madero 
in the exercise of the executive power, 
to the exclusion of any other public 
officer, because he was the only one 
who complied with his duty according 
to the fundamental charter of the re- 
public. 

Reviews Military Situation. 

After reviewing the seperation of 
Gen. Villa and his forces from the 
authority of Gen. Carranza, Arredondo 
deals at length with the military sit- 
uation. The Zapata faction, he says, 
never has been “an organized nucleus 
of resistance, but merely composed of 
marauders.” Data is added to prove 
that “at the present time Mr. Car- 
ranza controls 24 states of the 27 
which make.up the republic, and the 
territories of Tepic and Quintana Roo, 
and the federal district and has es- 
tablished in each of them a local gov- 
ernment.” 

The memorandum describes the or- 
ganization of the various executive 
departments in Mexico City and the 
courts, and concludes with the va- 
rious guarantees for the protection of 
foreigners, amnesty, treatment of the 
clergy, and plans for restoration of 
constitutional order. 

It declares Carranza has an army 
of 150,000 men which is being careful- 
ly distributed throughout the repub- 
lic so as to give effect to the guar- 
antees. 

Gen. Carranza has left Vera Cruz 
for Tampico on the gunboat Bravo. 
He will arrive there Wednesday or 
Thursday, when he will begin a trip 
through the northern states to meet 
Obregon and other commanders to ar- 
range for consolidation of his forces 
and reconstructi f railways ad com- 
munications. 


Americans Said to Be in Danger in 
Zapata Territory. 

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 12.—Accord- 
ing to advices received here, Ameri- 
cans in the territory held by Emil- 
iano Zapata are in danger. Charles 
B. Parker, who is in charge of Amer- 
ican affairs here, has called for vol- 
unteer messengers to inform Ameri- 
cang to leave.

Will Repudiate Major Ad- 
ministration in Campaign. 


An open break between the Stone-Reed 
and the Major-Francis-Goitra factions 
in the Democratic party Missouri, 


with a possible desertion of Major by 
Francis and Goltra, is expected by poli- 
ticians at the Democratic meeting at 
Cape Girardeau Thursday, or the one 
to be held in Nevada Oct. 23. 

Close friends .of Senators Reed and 
Stone said today they Unally had 
reached the conclusion that to carry 
Missouri in the next campaign for Presi 
dent Wilson and for Senator Reed they 
must appear openly as holding that the 
Major-Roach-Gordon-Barker administra- 
tions have not represented the Democra- 
cy of the State. 

They have not definitely determined 
just when will be the proper time pub- 
licly to make known their attitude, it is 
said. The Cape Girardeau meeting is 
considered by some of their followers to 
be an opportune time because of the 
feeling that the administration is par- 
ticularly weak in Southeast Missouri. 

Benton Talked of for Governor. 

Others, however, say that the Nevada 
meeting would be a better place. Those 
who hold this view say that it has bee: 
whispered that the Senators have given 
considerable thought to former Con- 
gressman Maecenas E. Benton as a can- 
didate for Governor, and that it is not 
improbable that Benton might then ap- 
pear as a candidate with the support 
of the two Senators. 

Benton served three terms in Con- 
gress from the Fifteenth Missouri 
District. He had no connection with 
the present administration at Jeffer- 
son City. 

The Stone-Reed opposition to the 
administration is based on a feeling 
that State affairs have beep so man- 
aged that there is a widespread dis- 
gust with the administration, and 
that any ticket which it supports 
will fall. Senator Reed will be a can- 
didate for re-election and is desirous 
of having a strong State ticket in the 
field. 

Senator Stone’s interest lies in his 
friendship for Senator Reed and his 
desire to have the administration of 
President Wilson indorsd by a 
Democratic victory in the S‘ate. 

Although the Cape Girardeau 
meeting is announced as a meeting 
of Fourteenth District Democrats, 
nearly all the arrangements for, it 
have been made in St. Louis. The 
Senators, it is known, have discussed 
a- suggestion that in some way Gov. 
Major be kept off the program of 
This has been thought im- 
practicable, however, and the deci- 
sion has been reached that he be 
made the first speaker, as he was in 
St. Joseph.

TEST OF LOVALIY, 
SAYS PRESIDENT 


Looks Forward to Necessity of 
Calling Upon Every Man to 


Say Where He Stands. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12—A demand 
upon’ all Americans, on pain of ostra- 
cism, to be more than neutral in regard 
to the European war—to take their stand 
for America first, last and all the time— 
was voiced by President Wilson yester- 
day, in a speech at the celebration of 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
founding of the Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revolution. . 

The United States, the President said, 
was not merely trying to keep out of 
trouble, but was trying to preserve the 
foundations upon which peace could te 
rebuilt. 

Declaring his faith in the loyalty of 
the great body of naturalized citizens or 
foreign birth, the President said he oe- 
lieved the impression too general that 
a very large number of these’ citizens 
were without sufficient affection for tne 
American ideal. “But I am in a hurry 
to have a lineup,” he explained, “and 
let the men who are thinking first of 
other countries stand on one side and 
those who are for America first, last 
and all the time on the other side” 

The President’s sddress was marked by 
frequent applause. Mrs. Norman Galt, 
the President’s fiancee, occupied one of 
the boxes. He began his address by the 
tracing of Americanism from the time of 
the Revolution and spoke of the many 
nationalities represented in the makeup 
of the new,country. He continued: 

“It is easy to preserve tradition’ with 
continuity of blood; it is easy in a sin- 
gle family to remember the origins of 
the race and the purposes of its organ- 
ization, but it is not so easy when that 
race is constantly being renewed and 
augmented from other sources, from 
stocks that did not carry or originate 
the same principles. 

‘So, from generation to generation, 
strangers have had to be indoctrinated 
with the principles of the American 
family, and the wonder and the beauty 
of it all has been tnat the infection has 
been so generously easy. For the prin- 
ciples of liberty are united with the 
principles of hope. Every individual, 
as well as every nation, wishes to 
realize the best thing that is in him, the 
best thing that can be conceived out of 
the materials of which his spirit is con- 
structed. It has happened in a way 
that I think fascinates the imagination, 
that we have not only been augmented 
by additions from outside, but that we 
have been greatly stimulatcd by those 
additions. 

The President said that the thought of 
liberty had drawn the thousands from 
their old homes and that the thought of 
America as holding out the hope of lib- 
erty had spread to men of all races. He 
added: 

‘“‘Now we have come to a time of spe- 
cial stress and test. There never was 
u time when we needed more clearly 
to conserve the principles of our own 
patriotism than this present time. The 
rest of the world from which our policies 
were drawn seems for the time in the 
crucible and no man can predict what 
will come out of that crucible. 

“We stand apart unembroiled, con- 
scious of our own principles, conscfous 
of what we hope and purpose so far as 
our powers permit for the world at large, 
and it is necessary that we should con- 
solidate the American principle. 

“There have been some among us who 
have not thought first of America; who 
have thought to use the might of Amer- 
ica in some matter not of America’s 
origiz=stive, and they have ‘argotten 
that the first duty of a nation is to ex- 
press its principles in the action of the 
family of nations and not to seek to aid 
and abet any rival or contrary ideal. 

The President said that America feelg 
more than ‘‘neutrality,” and he sai 
the heart of the nation throbs with 
widespread sympathy for all the nations 
at war. He continued: 

“We are not trying to keep out of 
trouble; we are trying to preserve the 
foundations upon which peace can be 
rebuilt. Peace can be rebuilt only upon 
the ancient and accepted principles of in- 
ternational law; only upon those things 
which remind nations of their duties to 
each other and, deeper than that, of 
their duties to mankind and to human- 
ity. 

“I look forward to the necessity in 
every political agitation in the years 
which are immediately at hand of call- 
ing upon every man to declare himself, 
where he stands. Is it America first, 
or is it not? 

‘‘We ought to be very careful about 
some of the impressions that we are 
forming just now. There is too general 
an impression, I fear, that very large 
numbers of our fellow citizens born in 
other lands have not entertained with 
sufficient iniensity and affection the 
American ideals; but their numbers are 
not large. Those who would seek 
represent them are very vocal, but they 
are not very influential. 

Much of the best citizenship in Ameri- 
ca has been built up by men and women 
from other countries, the President said 
He added: 

“IT am not deceived as to the balance 
of opinion among the foreign-born citi- 
zens of the United States, but I am in 
a hurry to have an opportunity to have 
a lineup and let the men who are think- 
ing first of other countries stand on one 
side—biblically it should be the left~— 
and all those that are for America,’ first, 
last and all the time, on the other side. 

The President said that the forma- 
tion of proper public opinion is the 
great thing to be achieved today, and 
concluded his address by saying: 

“I would not feel any exhilaration in 
belonging to America if I did not feel 
that she was something more than a rich 
and powerful nation. I should not feel 
proud to be in some respects and for a 
Little while her spokesman if I did not 
believe that there was something elsa 
than physical force behind her. I believe 
that the glory of America is that she 
is a@ great spiritual conception and that 
in the spirit of her institutions dwells 
not only her diatinction, but her power,

WASHINGTON, Oct. '12.—Final con- 
sideration is being given by President 
Wilson to a long note to be sent to 
Great Britain in a few days voicing the 
disapproval by the United States of 
British interference with American 
trade through the various orders in 
council. 

The communication, long delayed be- 
cause the President did not wish to mix 
the American Government’s controversy 
with Germany with the case against 
Great Britain, practically is complete. 
No obstacle to its dispatch is evident 
now, since the submarine dispute with 
Berlin is considered virtually settled. 

Officials guarded with secrecy the 
contents of the note, but it is known to 
be firmly vigorous in its dissent from 
the British viewpoint. The treatment 
by Great Britain of cotton, which has 
been declared contraband, and tie 
actual operations of the orders ir coun- 
cil are discussed at great length. In 
official quarters it is stated that the 
note is not an academic argument on 
the principles of the subject, but a pro- 
test which the American Government 
intends to press constantly in order that 
modifications of an alleged illegal prac- 
tices may be obtained.

A. C. Einstein, vice president and gen- 
eral manager of the Union Electric Light 
and Power Co., told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter this morning that the North 
American Co., the principal owner of the 
Union Electric, would sell its pliant to 
the city at a reasonable price rather 
than have the city build a plant to com- 
Pete with it. 

The statement was made after Ein- 
stein had. appeared before a committee 
of members of thé Board of Aldermen, 
appointed to consider the subject of a 
munia@ipal lighting plant. 

At. the hearing LKinstein was ques- 
tioned about earnings. He said there 
had been a genéral decline in residence 
rates since 1911. That year the average 
rate for residence lighting was 11.45 cents 
per kilowatt hour. In 1914 it was 7.87 
cents, he said. 

He said the gross operating revenue 
of the company in 1911 was $3,121,226, and 
in 1914 it was $3,331,392.

Apropos of himself John D. Rockefeller Jr. re 
marks: “Whatever I am or maybe I owe to my 
sainted mother and my,honored father.” 

This is handsome of the young man, consider- 
ing how much he credits them with. -Magnanim- 
ity and humility are noble virtues, attributes of 
true greatness. Young John D. is just as proud 
of what his parents have made of him as though 
he were a self-made man. His might be called 
a sort of parental pride in himself—thus a pride 
which is only a commendable modesty on his 
part. 

Great virtue might be marred by vanity, where- 
as modesty enhances it. Great virtue is also 
adorned by a becoming seriousness. We should 
hate to see so much virtue as young John’s take 
itgelf lightly. Young John has almost a monop- 
oly of the Christian virtues, and there is no law 
to prevent him from getting them all. But while 
he demonstrates that beautiful and exemplary 
character is # luxury possible only to the very, 
very wealthy, nevertheless he shows a worthy 
sense of the responsibility of his wondrous pos- 
sessions.
